/up; tho’ the latter is feldom appli¢d to any thing 
hatthe cheeks. But to puff in Englifh has not only the fig- 
sifcation of thofe words, but likewife denotes the aétion 
gf fetching breath thick and fhort. 
A puff is a fadden agitation of the air, of fhort conti- 
; and is either #atura/, or artificial. 

Natural puffs are thofe in which this agitation pro- 
aeds, either folely from natural, inanimate caufes, with- 
gt the leaft concurrence of any animal agent : fuch is a 
fydden guit of wind, on land, or water, which latter is 
ditinguifhed by the name of a /guat/: or in which thisa 
ation is produced by fome animal agent expelling air 

within ; which operation is perform’d by the fupe- 
tor parts, either in expiration, or eructation ; or by the 
inferior in crepitation. 

Artificial puffs are thofe in which the agitation is cau- 
fd by the operation of fome inftrument made by ert ; as 
ofa pair of bellows, bag-pipes, or the like. —— Under 
wifcial puffs are comprehended all thofe which are 
alled puffs in a figurative fenfe, viz. the puffs of paltry- 
moks, barbers, gamefters, &c. and thofe publifhed in the 
News-papers, of which I am more particularly to treat. 
Thele, for diftinétion fake, I fhall call Grudean puffs s 
which, I prefume, will appear no improper appellation, 
we confider the ftile, the truth, the defign of them, 
together with the vehicle in which they are conveyed ; 
ilwhich will evidently thew, that thefe puffs are gene- 
rly blown from the Grub-ftreet quarter of the town. 

AGrebean puff then is an account of fome remarkable 
prticular relating either to perfons or things, inferted in 
tNews-paper as an article of domeftic intelligence, in 
ander to promote the fale of the things, or tlie intereft 
tthe perfons. Under things I think may very juftly 
k comprehended books, which are the moft common 
hibjefts of thefe Grubean puffs; by which they are re- 
wmmended to the public as having fomewhat very ex- 
taordinary in them, which has occafioned a very great 
tmand ; and which 1s publifhed in order to make the 
demand ftill greater. In my defcription of a Grudbean puff, 
tis fay'd to be inferted as an article of domeftic intel/li- 
{ae; to diftinguifh it from an Advertifement, which has 
then the addition of a puff by way of N. B. or otherwile, 
rh therefore may properly be called a Puff-advertife. 





The propriety of the term puff, as applied to thefe 
Xeommendatory accounts, will appear from the analogy 
they bear to all the different forts of puffs above-mention- 
t. They refemble thofe fudden guits of wind by land, 
water, in being onely words, which were originally 
mihing but wind, tho’ now committed to paper; and

exploded from the pofferiors or back-fide of a News-pa- 
pers and in that they give the book-feller fome eafe un- 
der the pains occafioned by flatulent compofitions, which 
are very apt to affli€&t him with the fpleen, or a hypo- 
chondriacal and windy melancholy. Frequent explofions 
give a proper vent to the latent caufes of this malady ; 
which being thus difperfed more abroad, often raife fuch 
an ill {mell in the air, that the chief ingineer, whether 
author or book-feller, is afhamed to own himfelf princi- 
pally concerned, and looks as demure as one {ufpected of 
having let a f—tin company. —— Thefe Grudbean pu 
refemble the puffs of be//ows and thofe of dag-pipes : the 
former, by kindling and blowing up the curiofity of fome 
perfons to purchafe the books ; the latter, by the ridicu- 
lous oddnefs of the found of the periods when read, 
which are very ungrateful to skillfull ears, and fit only to 
draw the ignorant together, and to excite the attention 
of the vulgar. They have fome likenefs to the 
puffs of pa/try-cooks, becaufe they are defigned to be fub- 
fervient to the itufiing of the belly. They Gre like 
the puffs ufed by Jarders, in that they are infltrumental in 
adorning and fetting off books to the beft advantage ; par- 
ticularly, in giving thofe which have been publifhed fome 
time, and which did not fell, the appearance of new ; as 
old fecond-hand wigs are new-vamp’d and powdered out 
for fale. And laftly they refemble the puffs em- 
ployed in gaming-houfes, in that the chief end and defign 
of them is to decoy and draw in the unwary to part with 
their money, where they have little or no chance of re- 
ceiving any benefit or advantage at all. 
Thefe Puffs may be divided logically into material i. 
e 
material puff differs from the formal, in that it is not in- 
ferted as a paragraph of news, with the introduction We 
hear, or the like; but often makes part of an adverti/e- 
ment, and fometimes of a tit/e page. In the two other 
divifions the branches are very unequal; the fa/iz being 
much more numerous than the trwe, and the afirmative 
than the xegative. For tho’ the generality of puffs are 
not literally fa//e, they are exprefled fo equivocally, that 
they may be taken in a double fenfe. The negative 











puffs are feldom ufed: the moft remarkable inftance of 


thefe was given by a very ingenious book-feller ; who, in 
order to fell The /ife of Mr. Dennis, put this megative 
material puff in the very title page, Not written by Mr. 
CurLL, 

They may be divided mathematically into direé, od- 
lique, and circular. —— The dire@ is that, in which 
the fubje&t matter of the puff is related direétly as a piece 
of news, ot which every circumftance makes an effential 
part of the puff ; as this in Foo’s Fournal, Ap. 12. * We 
‘ hear, that feveral gentlemen from Rome, Paris, and 
‘ other foreign Univerfities, have been ordered to fend 
‘ thither an account of the Difputations of the Oratory’. 
In the oblique paff, a piece of news is related which 
feems at firft to have no tendency to a puff, and yet con- 
cludes with fome circumftance, for the fake of which a- 
lone the whole was inferted. As when itis fayed, ‘ That 
‘ at fuch a time, in fuch a place, fuch a perfon fell from 
‘ his horfe, and broke his leg ; which being fet by fuch 
‘ a furgeon, he is ina fair way of recovery’. —————— 
The circular puff is that which mentions nothing direét- 
ly to recommend either things or perfons, and yet is 
ublifhed with no other view. Such is that materia/ 
uff which has appeared fo often in the form of an ad- 
vertifement, * Juit publifhed, and given gratis, Marriage 
© ceremonies with along &c. given gratis up one pair of 
‘ ftairs, at the fign of Dr. CHamBERLEN’s famous Ano-
